The 
examiner reviewed the draft and conducted a brief search which focused on the panel of the mailing device being 
synthetic. The examiner found a number of references disclosing synthetic material for mailing devices. The examiner 
left Ms. Edwards a courtesy telephone message informing her of some of these references. Ms. Edwards returned the 
examiner's message and inquired about the limitations of the ink. The examiner informed Ms. Edwards that a brief 
search was conducted with regard to the synthetic material and was not concentrated on the ink. The examiner 
reminded Ms. Edwards that in the last interview (Paper No. 4), applicant argued the material of the mailing device. Ms. 
Edwards stated that she would be reviewing the abovementioned references with the applicant to prepare a formal 
response .
